Rather than administering the hydrogel lining via a coating on a balloon, the 
catheter may include a delivery port for administering a hydrogel to the inner surfaces of 
the stent. For example, the balloon may include a first layer and a second outer 
[aperatured] apertured layer overlaying the delivery port. The hydrogel is administered 
through the outer [aperatured] apertured layer of the balloon to contact the inner 
surfaces of the stent to create a lining therein. After the hydrogel is applied to the stent, 
a crosslinking agent may be administered to contact the hydrogel. For example, an 
aginate hydrogel can be crosslinked by contacting it with calcium gluconate, and a 
hyaluronic acid hydrogel can be crosslinked by contacting it with divinyl glycol. 
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
